„ Pa, May 2 — About 4 Oclock this 


MRS. PHILLIPS’ REMAINS AT HOME. 


The Unfortunate Woman Is Thought to 
Have Lost Her Mind. 

Gaessure, III., May 2.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Emma West Phillips, who committed suicide 
at New York City, was a resident of Oneida, 
this county. Her parents are Mr. and Mrs. 
C. C. West. For some time Mrs. West has 
been fearing the death of her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. H. Cornish at Delta, N. Y., who are 


prostrated her. It is feared she may not sur- 
vive the funeral. Emma West Phillips was 
born in Oneida in 1861 and was an only child. 
Her parents were inaulgent and as they were 
wealthy her girlhood was a free and happy one. 
Until her marriage she was away from home 
a good deal, although always with some of 
her relatives. While attending Knox Col- 
lege she lived with her aunt, Miss Mary Allen 
West. She was an ambitious student and 
took the classical course, graduating on her 
22d birthday in 1882. Her husband was a 
member of the same class. After gradu- 
ating she devoted two vears to the study of 
painting in the Chicago Art Instifute. Her 
marriage to Mr. John 8. Phillips occurred in 
August, 1885. In New York City she con- 
tinued her ies at the Art Institute. At 
her home the opinion was that her melan- 
choly death was the result of accident in 
taking medicine.

A Question Being Considered by the Real- 
Estate Board— Early Closing. 

The question of making exclusive agency 
of proper a rule of the Real-Estate Board 
was discussed at yesterday’s meeting, upon 
Norman T. Gassette of the special com- 
mittee saying that the committee desired 
a free debate before making any recom- 
mendation.

The suit was 
tried Monday and yesterday before Judge 
Tuthili and a jury. 

It appears from the complaint that while 
Mr. Letimer was crossing a certain public 
highway known as Laflin street“ he came 
into collision with a “locomotive engine.” 
Now, said the plaintiff, it was and became 
the duty of the defendant to cause a bell of 
at least thirty pounds weight and a steam 
whistle placed and kept upon the said locomo- 
tive engine to be rung and sounded, and to 
keep a brilliant and conspicuous light in 
front of the said locomotive engine.“ In the ab- 
sence of such ringing and such sounding the 
plaintiff was “wrongfully, carelesly, neg- 
ligently, umproperly struck against and run 
over with great and unlawful force, speed, 
and violence.” He died from the injuries 
that he received,

THE AUTHOR OF THE “RED MANIFESTO.” 


He Was Killed in Mississippi by Gen. Wirt 
Adams. : 

Wasuinevon, D. C., May 2.—[Special. }— 
John Martin, the editor of the Wew Mississip- 
pian, who was killed in the street duei with 
Gen. Wirt Adams, the Postmaster at Jack- 
son, Miss., yesterday, was the author of the 
“Red Manifesto or circular which first 
conveyed to the colored people of Jackson 
last December the notite that they would 
not be allowed to vote at the election the 
first Monday in January following. The 
manifesto was printed in red ink; in large 
type, and at the head was displayed an en- 
graving of two pistols, two shotguns, and a 
powder-fiask. Following is part of the text 
of that red manifesto, a copy of which is in 
the hands of the Senate Committee on the 
Judiciary : 

Monday night, at the second meeting of the 
Young White Men's League of Jackson, which 
comprises almost every white man of Jackson 
from 19 to 29 years of age, unanimously passed 
the following resolutions, with the order that a 
thousand copies be printed and distributed as 
soon as a nomination was made: 

We. the young white men of Jackson, having 
seen one of our number coldly, cruelly, and hell- 
ishly murdered in the dark by a negro bully, set 
on by a negro policeman of this negro-cursed city, 
do hereby resolve in solemn and awful earnestness 
that the corrupt radical negro government of 
our city should, must, and shall be wiped out, 
cost what it may. 

“We have earnestly believed in peace and 
law and order, and we hope now that this gov- 
ernment of negro butchers may peacefully yield 
to defeat, but we want no peace bought at the

The facts are these: The 
papers referredto are 112 copies of the ritual of 
the“ O. A. K.,“ a treasonable document aiming 
to overthrow the Government of the United 
States, of which you are a member.

The following 
are some of the circumstances that led me to 
suppose that they were correct: The 
ritual had been issued in the autumn 
of 1863.

The fifth rule providea that when it ap- 
peared that any candidate had received a 
majority of all the votes cast the President 
of the convention should announce the 
question to be Shall the nomina- 
tion be made unanimous?” If on any 
ballot no candidate received a majority 
of the votes cast the Chair should 
direct another call of the roll, which should 
be repeated until some candidate should have 
received a majority of the votes cast. The 
vote of any county or district as announced 
by its Chairman should stand until the result 
of the ballot was announced: . 

In support of the committee’s report Mr. 
Thomas said: 

Usay to you, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, 
that they are substantially the rules of the two 
National Conventions of the Republican party of 
1880 and 1584, and they have come to be the com- 
mon law of this great party.

PLATFORM ADOPTED. 
The Committee’s Report Received After 
Some Stir Caused by Prohibitionists. 

SPRINGFIELD,’ III., May 2.— [Special.] — The 
report of the Committee on Resolutions wus 
then read by L. H. Bisbee of Chicago. It was 
as follows: | 

The blican party of the State of Illinois 
deems it unnecessary on the eve of a National 


Convention to make an extended declaration of 
a further than to reaffirm those laid 


wn in the Federal platform of 1884 and to ex- 


press the conviction that the public interests 
would be greatly promoted by a change of ad- 
ministration. The Democratic party has become 
merely an organization for official spoliation; it 
has unblushingly vioiated all its reformatory 
promises; it is not entitled to the confidence of 
the people. Its President solemnly promised to 
carry out eivil-service reform, but with the full 
approval of his party he has converted that re- 
form into a shallow pretense. He committed 
himself to the ee e of civil-service reform, 
butis now actually using the Federal patronage 
to secure a reélection. 

His partisan confederates proclaim devotion 
to equal suffrage rights, but have trampled those 
rights under foot in the South. The Democratic 
party professes attachment to State sovergignty 
and home rule, but ay denies both to the 
600,000 American citizens of Dakota, fearing that 
the votes of the people may be cast for the Re- 
publican candidate at the com Presidential 
election. It professes love for the Union soldiers 
and sailors, bui its continued policy has been to 
refuse relief to the suffering defenders of the Na- 
tion and their dependents. 

It rules the National House of Representa- 
tives, which alone can originate changes of tax 
and revenue bills, but it has done nothing in its 
last six years of control of that body to reduce 
the surplus accumulation of money in the Treas- 
ury or to relieve the people from unnecessary 
taxation.

The surgeon, Dr. Rex, 
told Lieut. Fifer unless ice could be procured 
his brother Joseph must die. It was fifty 
miles to Vicksburg, the nearest point where 
ice could be had. e country between was 
hostile, wild, and war-torn. Jonathan B. 
Lott, a comrade who touched elbows with 
Joseph in the ranks, at length volunteered to 
go with an ambulance for ice. His mission 
succeeded, ice was procu and Joseph’s 
life was saved. Badiy as Mr. Fifer was 
wounded, he did not ask nor receive a dis- 
charge from service because of disability. 
He served his country some months over the 
three years for which he enlisted. . 
When his service closed Mr. Fifer was not 
content to sink from sight in the undis- 
ceded We throng; and his strong will, sec- 
onged by his ambition, formed the laudable 
resolution that he would have a collegiate 
education. Going to Bloomington late in 
1864 he entered as a student at Illinois 
Wesleyan University. In an old wooden 
building once the home of Dr. Wükins, 
whieh stood near the site of the present 
stately residence of Dr. Hill, was found a 
room where Joseph and his younger brother 
John (whose education Joseph had also un- 
dertaken) boarded themsélves—‘ keeping 
batch,“ while they pursued their studies at 
college. Joseph collected the taxes of his 
township of Danvers two winters. Another 
resource which helped to replenish his 
emaciated exchequer was © purchase 
of a small tract of umber near his old home 
in Danvers, from which he sold cord wood. 
Friday afternoons when other college stu- 
dents 8 for the sports ot the Saturday 
holiday Joseph would set off; usually on 
foot, to his timber tract twelve miles away. 
Gathering a force of hands, he would spend 
Saturday chopping and hauling wood, mak- 
ing in this way a fair profit over the original 
cost of the timber. In the summer vacawons 
he laid brick, or did such work as came to 
hand. Fifer, oy the practice of rigid 
— went through the college course 
without stopping, making the money he 
needed as he went along. Asa student he 
was broad rather than technical. His favorit 
studies were mathematics, logic, and philos- 
ophy. In June, 1867, Mr. Filer had nearly 
completed the course, and trom that time 
until June, 1868,when he finally took his 
diploma, more than half his time was devoted 
to the study of law in the office of Prince & 
Bloomfield. The beginning of the year 1869 
found his shingle swing 5 in the breeze. 
The lonesome waiting for business, which 
every young lawyer so well knows, was 
broken in Mr. Fifer’s case im the spring of 
1871 by his election as Corporation Counsei 
of the City of Bloomington. The city had 


nt of 


then more important legislation than it has 
‘ever had since. The new Constitution had 


made important changes in the law of 
special assessments; and Mr. Fifer, inex- 
perienced as he was, grappled manfully and 
successfully with these new questions. In 
1872 he was, by almost unanimous consent 
of the McLean ._ Republicans, chosen their 
candidate for State’s Attorney, to which 
office he was elected, and held the same eight 
years, and until he took his seat in the State 
Senate in 1880. It is a remarkable fact that 
Mr. Fifer has received every nominaton he 
has ever asked of the Republicans of Mc- 
Lean County by acclamation. As State’s 
Attorney Mr. Fifer made himself a terror to 
the criminal classes. Healwayss with- 
out other preparation than that of being full 
of his subject and bent on the enforcement 
ef his views. He speaks entirely off-hand. 
Of the four years’ service of Mr. Fifer in 
the IIlinois Senate it is only necessary to sa 
that he took a position there of equal promi- 
nence with that he has always held at the 
bar. He acquired a State acquaintance, and 
made friends of all he met. A reputation for 
learning and ability had preceded him, aud 
he was awarded places upon some of the 
most important committees in the Senate 
among them the Judiciary Committee and 
the Committee on Judicial Department. His 
experience in the enforcement of the crim- 
inal law had suggested some important 
changes in the criminal practice, which he 
took an early opportuntty to have incor- 


porated in the statutes of the State. Two of” 


the most important of these were the law in 
referenee to continuances and the law regu- 
lating changes of venue in criminal cases. 
Retiring voluntarily in 1884 from an office he 
might have continued, by common consent, 
to nold indefinitly, he has since devoted him- 
self to the practice of ine law, where he has 
met with large success.

THE METHODIST CONFERENCE. 


Women Are Excluded—The Address of the 
Bishops Presented, 

New York, May 2.—Bishop Stephen N. 
Merrill presided over the General Methodist 
Conference. Bishop Walden, presenting the 
address of the Bishops, extended to the dele- 
gates the Episcopal greeting and biessing. 
He reviewed the workin the church since 
the last conference, four years ago. Four 
-hundred and fifty thousand souls had been 
brought into the church. The membership 
increased from 1, 709,534 to 2,003,935. 
There had been great improve- 
ment in the architectural designs of the 
churches. Correspondenve had been had 
with che English church about a conference 
between the Kaglish and American churches 
to be held in the United States in 1891. The 
delegates were urged to support only the 
official book concern and papers. After 
dwelling at length on the growth of skepti- 
cism, the address advised that only men 
who. are able to cope with the 
arguments of scoffers should be 
placed in the pulpits. Attention was 
called to the standing of the missionary 
Bishops. It was not now known who are to 
support the missionary Bishop, or to whom 
he was amenable. He urged that steps be 
taken to limit the delegate representation, 
* which was now far too lar The increas- 
ing arrival of Roman Catholics in the Uuited 
States was referred to as providing a field 
for missionary labor. In regard to capital 
and labor the address held that the church 
had no right to take any part in politics. 
Sunday secular newspapers were severely 
criticised, the liquor traffic was deprecated, 
and total prohibition was advised. The Ban 
uor traffic, it was held, could not be legal 
without sin. The members of the church 
were advised to work for the destruction of 
the traffic. ‘ 

The special committee on women dele- 
gates reported against their admission. It 
said that after serious discussion they Had 
become convinced that when the rule was 
passed relating to the admission of lay dele- 
gates to the general conference the church: 
contempla thé admission of men only as 
lay delegates. Under the constitution and 
laws women are not eligibic, and the com- 
mittee argued that the protest against the 
ladies should be sustained and that the con- 
ferences from which they were sent be noti- 
fied that the seats are vacant. Eleven of tlie 
committee signed the report and six retused. 
Debate on the report was made the special 
order for tomorrow.

A Self-Made Man Who Is to Be Illinois’ 
Next Governor. 

Joseph Fifer was born in Staunton, Va., a 
littie more than forty-five yearsago. In 1857 
he went with his phrents to the western part 
of McLean County, where the elder Fifer 
opened a small farm in the woods. Alto- 
gether humble and without the semblance of 
luxury was the home and the lot of Mr. 


Fifer’s youth. A rude log cabin in perhaps 


the roughest region of McLean sheltered 
Joseph as a home from the timeof his migra- 
tion to Illinois until the bugle call of patriot- 
ism summoned him to the field in 1861. To 


he was left at home, a boy of 18, to support 
his widowed mother and family. He worked 
in the Circuit Clerk’s office, and aftewards 
in a bank, was subsequently appointed Dep- 
uty Circuit Clerk, and in 1572 was unani- 
mously nominated ana elected Circuit Clerk 
by the largest majority of any candidate on 
the ticket. In 1876 he was nominated and 
again elected by an increased majority. On 
his retirement he became cashier-of the 
Union National Bank of Macomb. At pres- 
ent he is one of the principal owners of the 
Macomb stoneware manufactory and deals 
considerably in real estate. He was elected 
to the Lower House in 1882 and to the State 
Senate in 1886, representing Warren and 
McDonough Counties. His term will not ex- 
pire until 1890. In the session. of 1883 he in- 
troduced the original bill for the appointment 
of State Inspectors of Coal Mines, out ot 
which grew the present law on that subject.

VOORHEES VANQUISHED BY INGALLS.

The rapier warded off the blows and left the 
adversary illustrated with steel cuts. 

Much of the skill of the fencer was due to 
his coolness. The man with the club lost his 
temper and resorted to rufflanly black- 
guardism and vile epithets. In the heat of 
his passion he denied too much. He forgot 
too much also. He evidently didn’t remem- 
ber his Copperhead, fire-in-the-rear record, 
which even his friends didn’t deny at the 
time, but boasted of. If his friends now are 
satisfied with his defense certainly his op- 
ponents have no reason to complain. The 
man with the rapier, on the other hand, kept 
his temper as he perforated his hulking ad- 
versary. He never went beyond the limits 
of parliamentary etiquet or propriety. It was 


a display of cool, adroit, scientific skill, un- 


marred by a single ruffie of anger. While 
his antagonist was piling evithet upon epi- 
thet, after the manner of the barroom or the 
prize-ring, he simply piled proof upon proof 
of the truth of his charges. There was no 
occasion to call Mr. Ingalls to order. There 
was every occasion officially to censure Mr. 
Voorhees for unparliamentary and brutal 
language. | 

Mr. Voorhees made his original attack 
upon Mr. Ingalis during his absence, either 
purposely or inadvertently, by misiuterpret- 
ing his former remarks about Gen. Hancock 
and Gen. McClellan. This time there can be 
no mistake as to Ingalls’ opinion of the former, 
for he has paid him a handsome and eloquent 
tribute, while he has left McCieilan where he 
was. As to the latter, Ingalls might have said 
more and to the point. He might have urged 
with truth. that of all Generals, ancient or 
modern, he was the worst. Ingalls need not 
have gone further than the battle of Gaines’ 
Mill to prove it. It has never yet been 


explained why McClellan allowed the Rebel 
army to march around his flank and rear, 


70,000 strong, to separate themselves from 
Richmond and their line and hur! themselves 
upon his right wing and crush it. It nas 
never yet been explained why, with 80,000 
men, McClellan sent only a part of a brigade 
to the relief of the 30,000 who had been at- 
tacked by a force nearly three times their 
number. It has never yet been explained why, 
with a force of only 10,000 Rebels in front of 
him and Richmond only seven or eight miles 
away, he did not smash through them and en- 
ter the city, or at least cut off Lee from it, then 
mites away from his base, while the squad 
heieft behind was entertaining and amusing 
itself with McClellan. It has never yet been 
explained why, when his right wing, smashed 
and broken because it did not have sufficient 
help, fell back, he should have retreated: 
through the mud and swamps of the Chicka- 
hominy to the cover of the gunboats, and did 
not fall back to the strong intrenchments be- 
tween the York and James Rivers which the 
Rebels had thrown up and the Union troops 
had successively occupied as the former were 
forced hack. 

“The war record of Mr. Voorhees, however, 
was the objective point ot Mr. Ingalls’ at- 
tack rather than that of McCielian’s, and no 
one who has followed it carefully and who is 
not a partisan friend of Voorhees will feel 
dissatisfied with it. The spectacle of Dan 
Voorhees at this late day standing up and 
pretending to be a friend of Union soldiers, 
at the same time groveling round the feet of 
the Southern Brigadiers, was enough to 
rouse the gall of a man like Ingalls. The oc- 
casion was not lacking for a display of his 
talent in sarcasm and invective and he im- 
proved it well and thoroughly. Even the 
Southern members themselves were capti- 
vated by it. They always prefer a fighter to 
a groveler. Mr. Voorhees will be careful in 
the future how he poses as the friend of 
Union soldiers, or provokes the man With the 
rapier. 


“CANADIAN BLUSTER AND BRITISH CAN- 
NON 


During the debate on the fishery treaty in 
the Canadian Senate at Ottawa Monday a 
French-Canadian member is reported as say- 
ing: We [meaning the Canadians} have 
“done our share in making liberal advances 
and concessions, and if, in rejecting that 
‘* which is just, they [the Americans] should, 
“ acting on their numbers and wealth, force 
„through the lines that limit our legitimate 
inberitance and attempt to prey on our 
„ national substance [fish] it will not be the 
„ Canadians’ fault if behind their fleet and 
“within the sound of their Atlantic cities 
“they hear n t and nearer the mighty 
voice of BritiSh cannon.” The French-Cana- 
dian Senator, when he uttered this absurd 
language, must have been in an unduly ex- 
cited state. In his sober moments he will 
probably be ashamed of having made such a 
long-eared animal of himself. Does the poor 
denationalized Frenchman think for a mo- 
ment that Great Britain cares a sixpence for 
Canada Has she not through her leading 
public men, Gladstone anc Chamberlain, 
Bright and Lord Carnarvon, plainly inti- 
mated to the Dominion Government and the 
Canadian people that she would not fire a 
shot at the Americans or expend ‘a dollar in 
defending vurely Canadian rights and privi- 
leges! Hasshe not intimated that as long as 
Canada set up an industrial system of its own, 
protected by a high-tariff wall, she has little 
interest in the province? The United States 
would be permitted to assert her rights—and 
more the United States would not attempt— 
in reference to the Dominion without let or 
hindrance on the part of Britain. And the 
Republic would: make short work of the 
Tories and denationalized Frenchmen of the 
Dominion if they fired a shot. It would bea 
contest between the American eagle and the 
Canadian sparrow. Inere would be nothing 
left of the svarrow in a very brieftime. The 
English mother bird would wipe a few (croco- 
dile) tears for the sparrow when the affair 
was over. That is ail. 

Great Britain will be chary about the use 
of its roaring cannon in the neighborhood of 
American dynamite guns. It has been some- 
times the fashion to sneer at the American 
fieet. Before long, if that fleet is called 
on for service, it will be found effective 
enough for all purposes. America has not 
done much recently in the way of building a 
fleet. She does not need one for offensive 
purposes. For defensive purposes she has 
rather been directing her attention to meth- 
ods of destroying invading foreign fleets. 
The indications are that her efforts in this di- 
rection have not been in vain. Twenty-seven 
years ago ber invention of the ironclad Mon- 
itor and the turret gun practically destroyed 
the wooden walls of Engiana. There- 
after “thunders from Britain’s native oaks 
ceased to frighten. She has devoted most of 
the time since to modifying her “ wooden 
walls and replacing the “native oak by 
steel wails so as to meet the improved meth- 
ods of naval warfare, the outgrowth of Yan- 
kee enterprise and ingenuity. And the mod- 
ification has scarcely been made, at enormous

are supphed with pneumatic dynamite guns 
which can project “700 pounds of explosive 
gelatine witn precision and accuracy at least 
one mile. No armor or netting can with- 
stand the explosive force of such a projectile.

ironclad navy. Their success, which seems 
not to be doubted, practically revolutionizes 
again modern naval warfare, and will force 
a complete and radical change in the arma- 
ments of Great Britam and of Europe. With 
such dynamite cruisers as part of the Amer- 
ican navy there is little fear that British can- 
non spoken of by the excited French Cana- 
dian will be heard within sight of American 
cities in defense of much more important in- , 
terests than the Canadian fisheries. Great 
Britain will ‘cultivate the friendship of the 
United States. It would be uncomfortable to 
be on bad terms with us, you know. 


A LOST NIAGARA. 

A solemn consensus about whether novel- 
ists weep over their heroes’ deaths and 
whether actors shed tears themselves while 
striving to make duditors feel lachrymose 
has been secured in this country ana in En- 
gland. The replies varied ovly slightly. The 
preponderating opinion is that they do. 

So far as authors go the question need not 
have been asked. Dickens has freely owned 
to the intense human interest he felt in the 
fate and fortunes of his creatures. George 
Eliot was sickened by her imaginary villain’s 


“Romola” as tenderly as the heroine loved 
him before she found him out; and the au- 
thor was more woman than her heroine; she 
loved Tito, knowing that he was to turn 
out a villain, and her affection did not 
suffer the least impairment as the depths of 
his gnavery were disclosed. The nervous 
strain she endured in his final taking off was 
so exhausting that she had to go to bed to re- 
cover from its effects. Thackeray was men- 
tioned in the beginning of the census of 
weepers over fictitious woes as one who was 
sane enough to keep his lachrymal giands 
stiff when engaged in destroying his airy 
progeny; but it appears from later evidence 
that this was an error. When he had assisted 
at the death of Col. Neweome be went 
around the foggy corners of London with the 
MS. in his breast pocket, bis pulse beating 
high and the moisture gathering under his 
eyelids. He called a friend into a popular re- 
sort and read the chapter to him; and when 
the last words of the fussy old fellow were 
reached his vain creator blubbered and the 
wake was held with sobs. 

The actors are not quite so agreed as the 
authors about the uses of tears. Nor is this 
singular. The question was asked about 
them when Plato wrote, and so long as 
temperaments differ it will be variously an- 
swered. No one will suspect that Bernhardt 


cushions into real rags. But Siddons wept 
copiously in many of her most thrilling 
scenes. Like Malibran, Clara Morris works 
her emotion into catalepsy. Patti would not 
be credited with the possession of tear ducts. 
But Pauline Lucca. cries herself ill every 
time she plays Marguerite. Salvini sheds 
genuine tears in several roles. But Barrett 
would have to buy, beg, or borrow; for he 
can literally quote Tennyson: : 

Tears, idle tears, I know not what they mean. 

On the French stage there has always been 
an acute difference of opinion over the de- 
gree of emotion which an actor may expedi- 
ently feel or acknowledge to his audience. 
One school rigorously maintains that an actor 
moved 


„ Is like a fountain troubled, 
Muddy, Ul-seeming, thick, bereft of beauty. 


Another, but one never in touch with 
French genius, has held the contrary, and its 
traditions have engendered much legendary 
lore about the great Frenchwomen whose 
names are the most glorious on the national 
stage. But the distinctive characteristic of 
that stage has been not excess but skill; the 
skill which comes from that consummate 
training illustrated in the pupil of Voltaire, 
who, when she gesticulated too much, tied 
her hands behind her back and approved her 
tire whea she burst the bonds in an irresisti- 
ble impulse to throw her arms over her head 
in histrionic despair. The principle of French 
science that has given to the art its most 
charming exponents has involved an unfail- 
ing fidelity to this Optique du theatre. 

But what of the millions who nave with 
absolute unanimity agreed that whether the 
novelists and the actors shall shed real 
tears or none over the misfortunes of im- 
aginary beings, they shall weep and weep 
and applaud the more loudly those who make 
them weep the most. The tears of the writers 
and the players are but a bucket to the tor- 
rents that have been shed by audiences 
and readers. And what good has come 
to mankind of all this? Would it not 
be better to harness this water power, to 
check this waste Niagara, and make it turn 
wheels of use? The world heard Socrates 
make this protest; and it gave his lips the 
cup of hemlock, itis an antic world; it will 
sleep in sloth while actual sorrows slay men 
and women on all sides and children die for 
want of bread. it will laugh while grief 
clutches at its own heart; and it will keep its 
It is vain to preach 
and a loss of energy to make the truth plain. 
Tears will always be shed for fiction by cre- 
ators, enactors, and observers, for human 
nature still .

So far as Mr. Blaine himself is concerned, he 
left them all a free field and no favors. 


GROSVENOR’S RECKLESS HARANGUE. 

Congressman Grosvenor, who represents 
one of the Hocking Valley districts of Ohio 
in Congress, is entitled to the distinction of 
having made the most intemperate and reck- 


less higu-tariff harangue delivered so far in 
the debate on the Mills bill. Not satisfied 


with attacking the Democratic side, Gros- 
venor assailed moderate protectionists among 
the Republicans and went the full lengths of 
Kelleyism in demanding free whisky in 
preference to any reduction of tariff taxa- 
tion. Referring to Congressman Nelson of 
Minnesota Grosvenor said: 


When the gentleman tndertook to put the Re- 
eons who favored the repeal of the Internal- 
venue law into the category of be in favor 
of free whisky and free tobacco he made a great 
mistake. The proposition to repeal the tax on 
whisky was to remit the power of taxation to the 
States and to permit the States to take the place 
of the General Government. 


This is all rot? and the statement Nelson 
made was correct in every particular. 
States have now the power to tax the liquor 
traffic to any extent they see fit, and nothing 
that Congress can doin repealing the inter- 
nal- revenue tax on Whisky will add to or 
strengthen that power a particle. In many of 
the States, however, prohibitory laws—local 
option as in Illinois and general as in Iowa 
—have been established, and, while the sale 
and consumption of liquor are not stopped, 
yet the power of State taxation is suspended 
and the local authorities are forbidden to 
impose any tax on the sale of intoxicating 
drink. Ohio has one of these laws. If, then, 
whisky is not taxed by the Federal Goygrn- 
ment, it will be entirely free of taxation in 
all States like Maine, Iowa, and Kansas, and 
ali local-option States, of which there are a 
dozen or more. Grosvenor is simply advo- 
cating the dear-ciothes cheap-drunk doc- 
trine, and seeks to make whisky free that 
necessaries may be taxed to the nighest point 
for the benefit of millionaire-breeding mo- 
nopolies. His talk of remitting the power of 
taxation to the States is absurd humbug; 
and he knows it. 

Another specimen of Grosvenorism was 
supplied in the following paragraph: 


Referring to a remark in Mr. Hemphill’s speech 
that the present Tariff law was unconstitutional 
and robbery, he queried how it would be any less 
robhery by reason of a reduction of rates. Ifa 
robber took from him 860—ail he had—it was 
robbery; if he took $10 and left $40 it was still 


robbery. 

This is ridiculous stuff to be uttered in Con- 
gress by the Representative of an intelifgent 
constituency. The Government has the un- 
questioned right to levy on the people all the 
tax it needs for legitimate purposes, and the 
question of “robbery” arises only when it 
goes beyond this limit and exacts tribute not 
for its own needs but to bonus favored capi- 
talists in partieular industries at the expense 
of the masses—especialiy the farmers. As 
the United States Supreme Court has said: 
“To lay with one hand the power of 
“the Government on the property of the 
“citizen and with the other bestow it 
„upon favored individuals to aid private en- 
“‘terprises and build up private fortunes is 
„% none the less roppery because it is done 
under the forms of law and is called taxa- 
„tion.“ Let that is in effect just what is 
accomplished by an ultra high tariff not 
needed for revenue. Such levies, when they 
go beyond the requirements of the Govern- 
ment and are imposed to benefit a favored 
class of capitalists, are sheer robbery of the 
public. Yet, according to Grosvenor, such 
subsidyism at the expense 6f the farmers 
is justifiable, and there can be no question 
about “robbery” until it is proposed to cut 
down the bounties of the privileged trusts 
and combines.

THIRTY-TWO YEARS OF ILLINOIS REPUB- 

3 LICAN RULE. 

Congressman Payson, who presided over 
the Republican State Convention yesterday, 
in the course of his opening speech took 
appropriate occasion to call attention to the 
splendid record which the Republican party 
has made in the administration of the affairs 
of Illinois through thirty-two years of un- 
broken Republican rule.

When there was 
danger of legislative and municipal abuses 
some years ago the Republican leaders ot the 
State intervened and changed the fundamen- 
tal law. The Illinois State Constitution is 
now admittedly the best that existsin the 
Union for the protection ana promotion of 
popular interests. 

The Republican party in ths State has 
kept confidence with the people. The latter 
will reciprocate by continuing the unbroken 
Republican rule until the Republican leaders 
are recreant to the people’s interests, if that 
time should come.

The Hon. E. D. Wolcott of Colorado Makes 
® Stirring Address and Arraigns the 
Democratic Rule—A Word for Blaine— 
State Conventions of Both Parties Held 
East and West—Delegates Elected to 
Chicago and St. Louls. 

Des Motnes, la., May 2 [Special.] To- 
day’s convention of Republican clubs sur- 
passed expectation in numbers and enthusi- 
asm. There were 1,500 visitors from a road, 
mostly young men. The principal speeches 
were by the Hon. E. D. Wolcott of Denver 
and Col. Hepburn and J. P. Dolliver of Iowa. 

The latter were enthusiastically received, as 


they are great favorites of Iowa. Much 


interest was taken in Wolcott, as this was 
his first pubhe speech since his famous 
speech in New York last December. He was 
cordially received, and his speech was the 
talk of the day. The convention formally 
organized under the National League, elect- 
ing the Hon, Frank D. Jackson, Secretary of 
State, as President. 

After a few words of introduction Mr. 
Wolcott said: Colorado owes an eternal 
debt of gratitude to Iowa. When the news 
of great mineral resources first drew across 
the then miles of desert the sturdy settlers 
and fortune-seekers the younc men of lowa 
kept pace with the immigrants from Missouri 
and the South, and, although for a season in 
the earlier Territorial times Rebels and Con- 
federates were almost.as much respected and 
honored in Colorado as they are now in 
Washington, yet the Iowa contingent never 
faltered.

The Saloon an Impossibility. 

THE TRIBUNE is in receipt of a communication 
from An Indignant Member of the Garden City 
Athletic Club protesting against the renting of 
the front room of thé club's quarters in the Im- 
perial Builaing for saloon purposes. An offer of 
$2,500 for the tront part of the building was made. 
and it was considered by the directors. The ar- 
gument of those in favor of it was that a side 


entrance to the gymnasium could be used to 


avoid the necessity of passing through the sa- 
loon, while the rental of the main entrance 
would add materially to the revenue of the club. 
But the admission of a saloon would be suicidal. 
The organization would be condemned by the 
public, and could never aes. to pass as 3 re- 
spectable athletic. club. ese are the argu- 
ments of the anti-saloonists. Although a ma- 
aw of the directors ee to favor the saloon 

dea, the President, T. H. Reynolds, opposed it 
and called attention to the fact that it could not 
be done without changing the constitution. The 
constitution states expressly that no liquors 
shall be sold on the club's grounds nor in the 
club’s quarters, and the constitution can be 
changed only by a two-thirds vote. The senti- 
ment of the club is almost unanimously against 
the saloon idea, and itis an absolute impossibil- 
ity to get the consutution chan to admit one. 
At the last meeting of the club a resoluti@n de- 
nouncing the idea went through with a hurrah, 
and it is doubtful if there are twenty of the 700 
members who favor it.

GALESBURG’S WATER-WORKS. 


A Victory for the City After a Lengthy 
! Litigation. 

GaLgspurG, I., May 2.—[Special.]—In 
June, 1885, Galesburg began suit in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Knox County against the Gaies- 
burg Water Company to have the contract 
set aside and the franchise annulled because 
of the failure to supply water. In November, 
1885, another suit was brought by bondbold- 
ers to foreclose the mortgage on the works, 
and in June, 1886, the property and franchise 
were bid in at foreclosure sale by a commit- 
tee representing the bondholders, who were 
made parties to the city’s suit in November, 
1886. In February, 1886, through the 
intervention of the Farmers’ Loan & 
Trust Company of New York, trustees for 
the bondholders, the case was removed to 
the United States Circuit Court at Chicago. 
In May. 1887, J. Bennett, Master in 
Chancery, made a report in favor of the city. 
The hearing by Judge Gresham was on ex- 
ceptions to this report and his decision, ren- 
dered late in December, was even more favor- 
able to the city than the Master's report. 
The decree leaves the city in better condition 
than before Shelton built the works, re- 
establishing the title of the city to one and a 
half miles of old mains and freeing it from 
a thirty-years’ contract at $8,000 a year. The 
city developed a promising water supply 
in the west part of the city and has already 
established temporary works. Arthur Ryer- 
son, attorney for the bondholders, has just 
offered to sell the Galesburg Water-Works 
to the city and settle all litigation for $62,500; 
but the sentiment is against accepting it, as 
there is no water where the old plant is lo- 
cated. Ryérson said openly in the Council 
that Nathan Shelton, the builder of the 
works, made $30,000 in disposing of the bonds 
over what the works cost.

drawn was a pool in close proximity to the city’s 
dump, and the city thereupon brought suit in the 
Knox County Circulf Court to have the contract 
annul ile that action was pending, Jan.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 2.—[Special.]—

dential contest. While probably it is not 
true that Gen. Harrison has any thought of 
taking such a step at this time,the origin of the 
rumor is quite interesting.

Harrison and his frieuds are reported to be 
much ‘discouraged at the outlook, not a single 
delegate outside of Indiana having declared 
for him, and there being little prospect of ac- 
cessions. Harrison, it is explained, does not 
Wish to be continually posing before the 
country as a Presidency-seeker, and does 
not care to be forced into gp} more ridicu- 
lous positions like that in which he found 
himseif four years ago.”

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MILLING IN THE. NORTHWEST. 


More Flour Made Last Week than Ever 


Before. ~ 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 2—The mills 
again outdid themselves last week, making 
the highest amount of flour ever produced in 
a single week. The total output was 181,800 
barrels, averaging 300 barrels daily, 
against 178,200 barrels the week before and 
120,500 barrels for the corresponding time in 
1887. Two milis with a combined capacity 
of 1,000 barrels were idle when this 
run was made. Somewhat hght- 
er work will doubtléss be shown this 
week, as two milis representing 
a daily product of 1,500 barrels were shut 
down, and though one of them may be start- 
ed tomorrow or next day the temporary loss 
of their output will be apparent. The mills 
continue to run strong, but there is some 


talk about having to slacken up if there is 


not an early improvement in the flour trad e 
Millers claim that wheat is now so high as to 
almost prohibit milling, and that either flour 
must go up or wheat down, else they will 
grinding. The murket is ex- 
and little flour is being sold, 
At the prices held to no one seems to want 
to buy, the domestic and toreign markets be- 
mg alike in this respect. Most of the 
milis have enough orders on hand to keep 
them going for a while, and the output for a 
week or two at least will probably be large. 
The direct exports of flour were again heavy 
last week, though materially lighter than the 
week before. The large volume of exports 
during tne last three weeks was attributa- 
bie to extensive sales made a month or more 
ago, and as the books are nearly cleaned up 
there is likely to be a heavy falligg off. The 
exports for the week were barrels, 
againet 82,700 barrels the week before. 
ipts—W heat for week, 888, 680 bushels. 
Shipments—127,680 bushels of wheat; 
flour, 174,820 barrels; miilistuffs, 4,878 tons. 
In store—Minneapolis, 7,786,760 bushels; at

DESTROYED BY FOREST FIRES. 


The Village of Melutyre, Pa., Reduced to 
Ashes—Losses Elsewhere. 

Emma, N. V., May 2.—[Specia].]—The 
mining Village of Mcintyre, Pa., about fifty 
miles south of this city, is in ashes in conse- 
quence of forest fires, which invaded the 
town from two sides, The village was found 
ed about twenty-five years ago, and rich bi- 
tuminous coal-mines developed. Several 
bundred miners were employed for a score 
of years and the New York Central and 


Northern Central Railways depended upon: 


them for their coal supply. They were oper- 
ated by J. Langdon & Uo. of Eimira,. When 
the mines were abandoned three years ago 
about one hundred houses, the massive break- 
er, a church, and stores remained. The for- 
est fires this week have made nearly a clean 
sweep on the village, only about a score of 
the dwellings remaining for the few families 
that still live in the once thrifty and lively 
village. -

The Mills Resume Monday—Trouble Feared 
at Homestead— Other Events. 8 

BRA DD OCR, Pa, May 2.— Trouble is brew- 
ing at Homestead. The scale is to remain in 
effect until June 1, and the men are expect- 
ing a proposition from the firm similar to the 
one presented at Braddock. The people of 
Braddock generully regard the great strike 
as virtually a thing of tne past. At 
least 100 old men, including two of 
the Conference Committee, returned to 
work today and a large number are expected 
to go in tomorrow. The company has all the 
men necessary for a single turn in all de- 
partments, and Monday the converting mill 
will be started double turn. The new rail 
was put in operation this afternoon and the 
first rails made since, last December were 
turned out. The Pinkerton guards are still 
on duty, but everybody is in good humor and 
no further disorder is expected. 

Pirrsnune, Pa., May 2.—No rails have been 
made at the Edgar Thomson Steel-W orks. 
The strikers assert that the company has 
been unable to secure enough skilled work- 
men. The members of the Pittsburg Assem- 
bly, Knights of Labor, have offered their sup- 
portin every way. No steel which may be 

eat the Ed Thomson plant wili be 
worked in any of the other union mills by 
Knights of Labor. The workmen at Car- 
negie’s Homestead Mill have already refused 
to handle the Edgar Thomson steel and it is 
expected that other mills willfollow. The 
coke-workers have also tendered their sup- 
port and the next few days will decide what 
magnitude the strike will assume.

PUBLIC BUILDIN GS IN PROFUSION. 


The Hoosier State. Probably Will Be Dotted 
with Them Soon. 

Wasutneoton, D. C., May 1.—A bill, which 
was introduced by Mr. Paddock of Nebraska, 
and which has been recommended by the 
Senate Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds and is now on the Senate calendar, 
provides for the erection of a public building 
not to exceed $25,000 in cost in every place 
where the post-office gross receipts have 
amounted to $3,000 annuaily for the last three 
years. As nearly every Congressional dis- 
trict would get at least one post-office build- 
ing, and some of them several, it looks as 
though every Senator and Representative 
would be for it on local grounds, and it has a:
